A special cable to the New York Sun
from London says:

Letters written from Simla recently
show that matters have been even
worse than former census figures indl-
cated, nnd that, though the famine is
now nearly at an end, the plague |s al-
most as bud as ever.

The following passages reveal a state
of affalrs which surprises persons who
have thought for some time that all
wis well agaln,

The Vieeroy, toward the end of last
year, estimated that the total mortality
through the famine of 18%6-1900 would
amount to about 750,000, It is almost
rertaln  that this computation will
prove far to low, Many experts are
of the opinion that ut least double that
number died. directly or indirectly.

Thus
Jubbulpore district is 67,000 to the bad,
Norsingpur 53,000, Seonl 44,000, and
B0 on.

During the last ten years the central
provinces have Lud ut least five yeurs
of elther acute scarcity or downright
famine, and & decrease In the rural
populations was, therefore, to some
exient lpevitable, In the northwest
provinees, which have been more [a-
vorod in the matter of gooid seasons,
things are somewhat Leliter; but even
here the tendency Is, on the whole, to-
ward a decrease. Mirzapur disiriet
shows g decrease of 79,000, Ghogipus
one of 110,000, Benares 85,000, Benures
Clty 16,000 and 80 on.  The lmportant
town and provinclal capitl of Allaha-
bail shows an Increase of only J86 per-
s0us In tem yeurs, Elsewhere In India
we flud Hangalorg one of the prinelpal
cantonments in the south, exhibiting
® decrease of no less than 23 per cent
as compared with 1881, In this case
plugne is beld to account fur the deficl-
eney.

Poerhaps at no thoe since 1t first ap-
pearsnee In Bombay, in the autumnp of
1506, has the plague been more sorlous
In Indin than at the present moment,
If oue hears less ubout It this ts shiaply
because everybody has got so used to
Its contlipued presence, which s taken
very much as a matter of course. In
Bombay city the people huve grown
ubsolutely callous, There {8 no longer
u senre, no longer a precipitate fight
to the country districts, The discase
has established its right 1o a perma-
nent resldence lo the Western capltal,

*land this right has been tacitly con-

ceded by the Inhabltants. Nothing
could be more murked than the posi-
tive Indifference of the natives of
Bombay to the ravages of the pesti-
lence. The lower orders, profiting oy
the polley of lalssex falre, which the
uuthorities, for politieal motives, felt
compelled to adopt last yoar, have
censed elther to take the mosi ele-
mentary precautions themselves or to
wllow other people to do this for them,
The more enlightened native coitizens
not only make po attempt to combat
the Ignorant prejudices and  bhigoted
opinfons of thelr humbler fellows, but
pasitively  encourage them in thelr
passive reslstance (o the simplest sanl.
tary laws,

Yet In Poonn cantonment, not much
more than a huodred miles away, ex-
cellent results have been obtained by
adopting precautions. Last year, when
another outbreak seemed Imminent,
the military authorities did what they

In Poona elty, which
ndjoins the cantonment, plague was
raging furlously, There the accepted
polley of the day. a polley forced on
Lord Curzon by the blind fanatacism of
the people of India, held full sway, In
a short time there were upward of &,
000 plague bares, with 4,211 denths out
of a population of not Mmuch more than |
100,006, The cantonment, as stated, ad.
Jolug the clty. Communication be-
tween the two Is as incessant as he-
tween Fleet street and the Strand; yet,
thanks to the precautions adopted by
Gen, Burnett and the military authorl-
ties, the cases In the cantonment only
numbered 210, with 143 deaths, out of a
populution of upward of 30,000, The
native soldiers. who mix freely In the
bazaars, were |[noculusted. Only one
cape occurred among them, and that
proved mlild. the patient recovering,
Caleuttn has never shaken off the
plugue, but somehow or other It does
not seem a very fuvorable place for the
gpread of the eplaemic. Flsowhere In
HBengnl, however, the outlook Is mope
disquieting.
